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CONSEQUENCES OF THE WAR 


UPON US 


Exponents of our joining the war in 


Europe say that if we do not the totali- 
tarians will come over here after they 
have subdued the English and put the steel 
gyves upon our wrists. 


They have little understanding of the 


European system and situation who argue 
thus. 


It would take a great army to subdue 


America. Certainly two to four million 
men would be required. How can Europe 
be held in the steel corset of the tyrants 
while they have their military forces in 
America? 


So the exponents of our warring abroad 


tell us with great assurance that if we 
permit democracy to be destroyed in Eu- 
rope we cannot expect it to survive here. 
Why not? 
It has survived here when 


there was no breath of it in Europe. 


In fact when it was most delicate it 


lived on in America while every nation 
in Europe practically was breathing poison 
upon it. 


When America officially came into ex- 


istence by the treaty of peace in 1783 
where was there any democracy in Eu- 
rope? France had an absolute monarchy, 
as absolute as Russia under the czars 
or under Stalin. The absolute monarchy 
there was followed by a period of revo- 
lution and then the imperialism of Napo- 
leon which ended in 1815. From Napo- 
leon France went back to monarchy and 
stayed there with occasional blow-offs 
until 1870. 


When America came into 
existence 


Britain had no democracy. The suffrage 
given her people prior to the reform bill 
of 1832 was so limited that the rule of the 
nobility was practically complete. 


During all this time the people of 


Scandia, Italy, Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, Spain, Russia, everywhere in Eu- 
rope, had no more right to their own gov- 
ernment than they have in Berlin today. 


In spite of this, democracy thrived 


over here in America. And so well, it 
attracted millions from abroad. 


Men with raw nerves or those who are 


easily frightened, from our noble president 
down, have nightmares about a Prussian 
army landing here but they are, for the 
most part, those impractical persons who 
do not stop to figure out how the thing 
could be accomplished. They 
usually 


start with some bland error such as "You 
know the Atlantic ocean is now only as 
wide as the Fox river" and since the 
Germans forded the Rhine and the Marne 
why shouldn't they ford the Fox? Per- 
haps they're going to just toss their 80 
ton tanks across. Or perhaps they will 
land them all on those glaciers up in 
Greenland and then parachute them over 
to Milwaukee. 


America is still today next to invul- 


nerable. 
Yet it should arm because of 


possibilities in a changing world. But it 
should arm methodically and without fear. 
And it should listen to the old women's 
tale with ccrsideration for age and wom- 
en, and even for men who act like women 
are supposed to act.

THE MONEY CHAN'GERS IN THE 


TEMPLE 


In Philip F. LaFollette's broadcast of 


last week he employed an expression that 
is as old and perhaps older than Chris- 
tianity, He spoke of the money changers 
in the temple and suggested that they be 
driven hence, perhaps out mio Sahara 
or the blinding cold of Antarctica. 


A man cannot go into minute detail in 


a 15-minute broadcast but we do wish 
that when Mr. LaFollette has the platform 
some day he will become more specific 
about these money changers. We crave 
the sight of one. We xvould like to see 
the glint in the eye of the cuss. 


In 1932 Mr. Roosevelt talked about 


driving these confounded money changers 
out of our beautiful marble temple. And 
everybody cheered loudly. We grant it 
sounded good. But now Mr. LaFollette 
says the money changers are right there 
in the temple. It looks to us as though 
they have been there 2,000 years or some- 
one is spoofing. 


Vague expressions are always attrac- 


tive. He who uses them cannot be pinned 
down.

U. S. Sentiment for Compulsory Military 


Training Shows Sharp Increase in Survey

Princeton, N. J.—Adolf Hitler's blitzkrieg in Western Europe has been 


followed by two important reactions among American voters—both hav- 
ing profound implications for U. S. national defense—a nation-wide sur- 
vey b$ the American Institute of Public Opinion reveals today:— 


1. Since the drive on Paris, barely three weeks ago, 


there has been *& spectacular rise in the number of 
Americans who favor compulsory military training for 
the United States. Nearly two persons in every three 
are in favor of adopting compulsory training, the latest 
survey shows, whereas sentiment was divided exactly 
5(7*50 at the beginning of June. 


2. Meanwhile, almost three voters in every four 


have come to believe that men should be drafted, if 
necessary, to fill up the vacancies in the regular Army 
if the present voluntary recruiting drive should fall 
short. 


Various training and draft programs for peace-time 


have been drawn up for the attention of congress. 


Dy. Gallup 
President Roosevelt announced on Tuesday that some 


program of compulsory "government" service would be asked for. The 
details of such plans vary, of course. But the implications of the Insti- 
tute's survey are clear. In approving the twin principles of peace-time 
military training and peace-time conscription, if necessary, American 
public opinion has taken a long stride in the direction of a totally new 
defense policy for the United States.

In Five-Month Period 


Madison -~W>— Forty deaths, the 


smallest number of fatalities ever 
recorded for a similar period, re- 
sulted from industrial accidents in 
Wisconsin during 
the first 
five 


months of this year, the industrial 
commission said today. 


A total of 8,946 accidents were re- 


ported during the five months. 


Six fatalities were included in the 


1,651 injury cases of May. The com- 
mission noted the monthly record 
was exceptional in that no fatality 
resulted from a traffic accident. 


The record thus fsr this year, 


the commission added, is in line 
with a long- time trend toward 
fewer fatalities m industry. In :he 
last four years the average number 
of deaths dropped nearly 42 per 
cent below the 1917-20 average. 


Counties in which the number of 


accidents increased during the first 
five months of 1940. as comoaied 
with a similar period in 1939, in- 
cluded Milwaukee, Dane, Winne- 
bago, Racine, 
Sheboygan, 
Rock, 


Outagamie, Waukesha, La Crosse 
and Kenosha.

later tries strawberries with sur- 
prising results. If the plants art 
everblooming and properly plant- 
ed, they will produce excellent re- 
sults the first year — from warm 
weather to late fall. Next season 
the yield, despite extra fertilization, 
is a disappointment. The reason is 
that strawberries deteriorate from 
year to year unless new beds, with 
new plants, are made each season. 
Select runners from the most pro- 
lific producers for continued suc- 
cess. 


Take runners when the fruit is 


ripening or has just fruited. 
The 


most successful amateur method of 
taking runners is to bury four-inch 
pots near the parent plants so that 
the runners can cross them. An- 
chor the runners over the soil-filled 
pots with clots of dirt and in six 
weeks the pots will be full of roots. 
Separate the runners from the par- 
ent, and set the new plants aside 
in a frame until early fall when the 
strawberry bed may be remade 
with the new plants which always 
bear heaviest during their first year 
after setting out. 


If you do not use the pot method 


for obtaining runners and depend 
on straight cutting and transplant- 
ing, use extreme care in setting the 
new plants in their permanent, 
homes. Too shallow planting caus-' 
es the roots to dry out; if planted 
so that the crown is covered, the 
crown rots. Plant with the crown 
at the soil surface for sure-fire re- 
sults.
